Exploring Seriality in the Graphic Work 
of Picasso and Matisse 


Betsy Fryberger, Curator of Prints and Drawings, Iris & B. Gerald 
Cantor Center for Visual Arts at Stanford University, organizer

Picasso and Matisse, whose achievements have dominated and 
influenced so much 20th-century art, are less known for their 
printmaking accomplishments, which are remarkable. This 
lecture focuses on several series of prints that these artists 
created for literary texts. Included are two sets of Picasso's 
etchings of the 1930s which were designed to accompany very 
different texts, Ovid's Metamorphoses, in which Greek gods 
assume various disguises, and Honoré Balzac’s The Unknown 
Masterpiece, in which a reclusive artist creates a painting so 
complex as to be unrecognizable. One series of prints by 
Matisse encompasses the many adventures from Homer's 
Ulysses and his own original book, Jazz, in which his illuminating 
commentary is boldly scripted, alternating with the colorful 
prints. These prints will be discussed with reference to the 
Museum's cutout ceramic tile mural, Apollo.

Focusing on the four major phases of his 
printwork, Graphic Magician traces Picasso’s 
stylistic achievements and his ever-increasing 
technical virtuosity. Dating from the 1930s, his 
etchings illustrated classic texts by the Roman 
poet, Ovid; the French author, Balzac; and his 
landmark series for the Suite Vollard. In his 
lithographs of the 1940s, Picasso redefined 
naturalistic subjects, paring them down to 
minimalist abstractions. The linocuts of the 
late 1950s through 1960s reveal Picasso’s 
ingenious approach to the medium, recycling 
and re-carving printing blocks rather than 
creating new ones.Among his most exuberant 
prints from this later, mature period, are those 
depicting bullfights and raucous parties. Toward 
the end of his life, Picasso’s prints became more 
biographical, detailing private concerns and 
obsessions. lrony, ribald humor, and self-pity 
characterized Picasso’s reflections on his failing 
powers, and the status he would eventually 
achieve in the history of art. 
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
